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The estimated increase in mon¬ 
thly charges to frame home own¬ 
ers for these three projects aver¬ 
ages about $4, ranging from $2.86 
a month for 1-bedroom units to 
$4.79 a month for 3-bedroom units. 
This is if the increase goes into ef¬ 
fect June 1. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
with the mortgage-holder. Govern¬ 
ment National Mortgage Associa¬ 
tion, the borrowed mortgage funds 
have to be paid back in a balloon 
lump-sum payment by December 
1977. If the pay-back period is 
shortened by delaying the increase 
until January 1, 1976, then the av¬ 
erage monthly increase will am¬ 
ount to $5.25, instead of $4. 

The corporation has already ex¬ 
pended or committed $166,222 to 
various energy conservation meas¬ 
ures, as directed by the April 1974 
membership meeting. About two- 
thirds of this sum was used in 
the brick and masonry homes, the 
balance in the frame homes, chiefly 
for atomizing burners in the large 
heating plants. 

Altogether, the corporation receiv¬ 
ed $318,764 in deferred 1974 GNMA 
mortgage principal payments. If 
the membership at the April 10 
meeting approves the additional 
projects, there still will be left some 
$25,000 - $30,000. At the March 26 
information meeting, Hugh O’Don¬ 
nell, chairman of the Engineering 
and Maintenance committee, stated 
that under further consideration is 
a proposal to experiment with 
breaking up the courts served by 
the 4 large steam plants in the 
North End and provide separate 
burners. In this way, with shor¬ 
tened heating pipes, the courts 
could also be converted to hot wa¬ 
ter heating systems. 

Conversion to Hot Water 

The main argument, O’Donneil 
said, for giving priority to conver¬ 
ting the steam plants to hot water 
is that this will give the best and 
most cost-effective return on the 
dollar invested. 

The experience with the conver¬ 
sion in the 12 Ridge court is most 
encouraging, O’Donnell said. There 
has been a 25% reduction in fuel 
us e in the period September 1974 
through February 1975. This means 
that the investment in the 12 Ridge 
court will pay for i f self in less 
than 3 Vz years. Normally, a full re¬ 
turn on investment or a payoff 
period of five years is ample justi¬ 
fication for undertaking a project 
of this sort. 

O'Donnell also noted the other 
advantages of converting from 
steam heat to hot water. There is 
no banging of pipes, the tempera¬ 
ture is even and constant, and 
maintenance costs are less because 
hot water plants do not need the 
same degree of monitoring or re¬ 
placement as steam plants, 
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GH3 vice-president Don Volk, who 
chaired the March 26 information 
meeting, pointed out that the sav¬ 
ings from these projects will be 
spread among all the frame home 
owners. 

Oil-water Emulsifiers 

This project consists of boost¬ 
ing fuel atomization by water in¬ 
jection, thus increasing fuel effic¬ 
iency. Oil-water emulsifiers would 
be put on the four large steam 
plants in the North End which 
serve over 700 frame home units. 
The corporation has no experience 
on which to base an estimate of 
what this equipment would save in 
energy and money, but estimates 
range from 6% to 14%. 

These estimates indicate that the 
investment required to install and 
use the equipment for 3 years would 
pay for itself in less than 2 years. 
Installation costs for the project 
are $8,800 and then there is an 
annual rental charge for the equip¬ 
ment under a lease-purchase ar¬ 
rangement whereby GHI could ap¬ 
ply the rent to the purchase price 
if the project proved itself. 

Fuel Recording Meters 

The third project of installation 
of fuel recording meters is really 
part of the previous project be¬ 
cause it is needed to measure con¬ 
sumption in the four large heating 
plants. By providing a constant 
record of fuel usfe, the meters will 
be able to detect overconsumption 
of fuel in a timely fashion. At pre¬ 
sent, small daily overconsumption 
cannot be detected by a heating 
engineer's inspection. 

Reaction 

At the March 26 meeting, there 
was general recognition from the 
audience cf the value of the en¬ 
ergy-saving programs. Criticism 
was confined to (1) why didn't GHI 
undertake such programs years ago 
and (2) how efficiently will the pro¬ 
gram be carried out under pres¬ 
ent management. 

To the first, O’Donnell said that 
when fuel oil cost only 12c a gal¬ 
lon (it now costs 35c a gallon), the 
return in consumption savings 
would not have justified the type 
of heavy capital expenditure that 
is now being considered. 

As for the second, O’Donnell said 
that the corporation has acquired 
two competent engineers, Nicholas 
Dunlap and George Craft, to over¬ 
see the projects. He also said that 
during the 2 years he has been on 
the board of directors he has ob¬ 
served an improvement in mainten¬ 
ance practices, such as the moni¬ 
toring of fuel deliveries so as to 
make sure that GHI was not being 
overcharged. 
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Bylaw Changes 

A series of seven proposed by¬ 
law changes will be voted on by 
the GHI membership at the April 
10 evening meeting. All bylaw 
changes need to be approved by 
a two-thirds vote of those pre¬ 
sent 

One of the changes is a bylaw 
held over from the May 1974 an¬ 
nual membership meeting. This by¬ 
law change, which was submitted 
by petition by 50 GHI members, 
provides for one-day voting for GHI 
officers, instead of the present 2- 
day voting, and make mandatory 
the current practice of using voting 
machines. 

Under this proposal, members 
would no longer be able to vote for 
directors and audit committee mem¬ 
bers on the same night of the an¬ 
nual meeting. Instead voting would 
be limited to the next day follow¬ 
ing the annual meeting. 

Proponents of the change note 
the difficulties encountered in mov¬ 
ing the voting machines after the 
evening meeting to the site of the 
balloting the next day. Opponents 
argue that a 1-day voting system 
would discourage attendance at the 
evening business meeting and di¬ 
minish the opportunities for GHI 
members to vote. 

Another bylaw change of major 
significance concerns a proposal to 
meet GHI deficits due to the rising 
cost of certain uncontrollable items. 
At present, the membership must 
approve an increase in monthly op¬ 
erating charges that involves 10 
percent or more. In recent years, 
increases in ,such items as fuel, 
utilities, and taxes have exceeded 
10 percent, leaving the corporation 
operating at a deficit when the 
membership refuses to increase op¬ 
erating charges by more than 10 
percent 

The proposed bylaw change 
would not eliminate the member¬ 
ship’s responsibility to approve in¬ 
creases of 10 percent or more, but 
would provide that the board at 
quarterly intervals may revise op¬ 
erating charges to the members for 
the rest of the budget year. This 
may only occur when the net in¬ 
crease or decrease in the cost to 
GHI for taxes, fuel, water and 
sewage, electricity, and trash col¬ 
lection exceeds $50,000 when pro¬ 
jected for 12 months. 

Other bylaw changes include 

(1) a proposal to stagger the 
terms of the 9-man board so that 
3 directors are elected foi: 3-year 
terms each year. 

(2) a clarification of the amend¬ 
ment process by not permitting 
bylaw changes by referendum, ex¬ 
cept when the membership at a 
membership meeting requests by 
majority vote that the bylaw change 
be voted on by referendum. 

(3) a clarification that any pe¬ 
tition calling for a special mem¬ 
bership meeting must contain the 
motion to be acted upon at the 
meeting, 

(4) a clarification of the right of 
the membership to change the or¬ 
der of the agenda at the annual 
membership meeting. 

(5) a proposal submitted by pe¬ 
tition requiring that the working 
capital funds derived from the 3% 
assessment on the selling price of 
GHI units be the subject of a re¬ 
port as to their uses. Also, that 
all investments of working capital 
be limited to one year.

Boxwood Citizens Opt 
For Some Parcel 7 
Development as Park 

by Roberta McNamara 

The city plan for Parcel 7 was 
the hot item on the agenda of the 
Boxwood Civic Association meet¬ 
ing March 18. Through the efforts 
of newly elected president, Muriel 
Weidenfeld, the residents’ anger 
and frustration were channeled 
into a spirit of compromise and 
acceptance of some recreational 
development of the area. 

As the city plan exists now, 
Parcel 7, the vacant lot bordered 
by Ivy Lane, Lastner Lane, and 
Ridge Rd. extended, is designed 
to have a tot lot in the northeast 
corner, a baseball field and a foot¬ 
ball field which overlap. A park¬ 
ing lot at Crescent and Ridge is 
planned since the fields are de¬ 
signed for competitive play, thus 
easing parking problems that 
might happen in Boxwood, 

City manager James K. Giese 
was invited to explain the city 
plan and two hypothetical plans 
that rearranged the already plan¬ 
ned facilities. He explained the 
purchase of Parcel 7 from Charles 
Bresler was secured by the bond 
issue of 1969. Through matching 
grants that no longer are available 
the city had planned to redevelop 
the Lake Park and Braden Field 
along with Parcel 7, At present 
the financing of any development 
would have to come from the city 
alone. The cost of a drainage 
pipe ($50,000) alone would prevent 
any immediate development of the 
property. The tot lot is the only 
thing the city can afford at the 
present time. However, the area 
must be thought of as a whole; 
therefore, citizen input is desira¬ 
ble. 

Boxwood reaction can be illus¬ 
trated by 1) Don McCaughey’s atti¬ 
tude that Boxwood represented $10 
million of property and that he was 
not concerned with community 
needs for more playing fields and 
2) Edwin Ross’s attitude that chil¬ 
dren needed a secret place i.e. free 
play areas. 

Giese f playing Devil’s Advocate, 
reminded the group that the taxes 
of the residents of all the city 
supported the bond issue, thus Par¬ 
cel 7 was not exclusively theirs. 
He hinted that the city had the 
power to sell to any developer if 
so decided. He stated that Lake¬ 
side residents live next to playing 
fields and the valuation of their 
property has not been adversely 
affected. 

After an hour of dissent, Muriel 
Weidenfeld, requested the group to 
recognize that the development of 
Parcel 7 is a reality and that they 
must focus on a development plan 
that's tolerable. After the resi¬ 
dents agreed that the tot lot is a 
must J. A. Gerbracht suggested 
that there be no more than one 
ball field and that the thickest 
possible buffer strip be developed 
all along the edges of Parcel 7 
which border Ivy and Lastner 
Lane. Thus free play areas will 
also exist.

GHI 'Members to Make Decisions 
On Energy Program, Bylaw Changes 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members will be asked to make decisions in two major areas at the 
special membership meeting on Thursday, April 10, starting at 8 p.m. in the Center School Audi¬ 
torium. The first will deal with an energy-conservation program for the frame homes and the 
second with amendments to the corporation’s bylaws. All GHI members will be asked to vote on 
these matters at the evening meeting. 

Energy - Saving Program

The GHI board of directors has recommended that $125,975 
of the remaining mortgage deferral funds be spent on three en¬ 
ergy-saving projects for the frame homes. These projects are 
(1) conversion of all the remaining frame home steam plants 
south of Northway Road to variable temperature hot water con¬ 
trol ($105,000); (2) installation of the Cottell/Tymponic Ultra¬ 
sonic oil water emulsifiers on the four large steam plants in the 
North End ($17,900); and (3) installation of fuel recording me¬ 
ters in the four large heating plants and the 12 court Ridge 
road plant ($3,075). 
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No Need For This Change 


Greenbelt Homes, Inc. has a unique two-day voting system 
for electing directors to its board. Members may attend the an¬ 
nual membership meeting, transact business, listen to candidates 
r-ind vote — all in the same evening. Or if they are unable to 
attend the evening meeting, they may vote the next day. Thus, 
members are assured of a maximum opportunity to exercise their 
voting privileges. 

Coming before the members now is a proposed bylaw change, 
submitted by petition, that would eliminate the voting at the 
evening meeting and confine the voting to the next day. We are 
against this proposal to cut back the hours of voting. 

The motion to switch from a two-day voting system appar- 
ently stems from the fact that there have been difficulties in 
placing voting machines where they would not have to be moved 
during the night. Voting machines are heavy, bulkv nieces of 
machinery and run the risk that the vote count might be jiggled 
if moved overnight. Center School, generally the site for the 
evening meeting, has not been permitting the use of its facilities 
during the day for voting machines. 

But this problem is not insurmountable. Last year the vot¬ 
ing machines were located at the Municipal Building for both 
days. If this arrangement is unsatisfactory, may we suggest the 
alternative of using paper ballots for the evening meeting and 
voting machines for the daytime voting. 

In any event, a very real concern of'GHI has been to increase 
voter turnout and attendance at the annual evening business 
meetings. This proposed bylaw change will have the opposite 
e.lect. Attendance at the evening meetings is bound to be dis¬ 
couraged when members realize that they will have to make 
a second trip to the center the next day if thev wish to vote 
And cutting back the hours that the polls will be open is cer¬ 
tain to limit voter turnout. 

For twenty-two years, the two-day voting system has work- 
ed well and we see no need to chan ge it now.

Side by 
side Protestants, Catholics, Jews, 
Methodists, Baptist and Lutherans 
all worked together. The contrac¬ 
tors, whose predictions had been so 
foreboding, came to observe and 
went away amazed. And hey too 
contributed - bricks, sand, cinder 
blocks, cement and tools and ma¬ 
terials of all kinds. 

In March 1955 the budding was 
dedicated, and in 1971 an educa¬ 
tional wing was constructed.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 


On March 3, 1975 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-1, and the following 
Title cf the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NUMBER 1975-1 

RESOLUT ON OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE CON- 
TT TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION IS OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE "CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL,” SUB-TITLE 
"HOME RULE” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT. SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 
»7 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE 
OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SUB¬ 
SECTION (C), TITLE "ADOPTION” OF SECTION 40-50, TITLE 
“COUNCIL ACTION ON BUDGET,” TO PROVIDE THAT COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL ADOPT THE BUDGET ON OR BEFORE THE TENTH

Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment:

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE HE OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 
23A OB' THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION

I trust my fellow members will 
not vote for a measure that makes 
voting more difficult for any mem¬ 
bers—namely, limiting it to the 
day after the annual meeting. I 
feel that present voting procedures 
are for the convenience of all of 
ns.

Explains Working Capital 

Mrs. Coxon’s letter last week 
makes me wonder if she knows 
that the assessment for working 
capital which one pays when he 
becomes a member of Greenbelt 
Homes goes back to him when he 
sells. It is not a fund which keeps 
building and building, with each 
sale adding to it and with nothing 
taken away. 

Until a couple of years ago, the 
amount in it was constant, being 
3% of the original cost of the homes 
as sold to us by the government. It 
is a revolving fund which enables 
us to buy in quantity, pay cash 
for discounts, buy multiple-year in¬ 
surance and similar projects all at 
savings in money. Then, when your 
monthly payments come in, the 
part which is budgeted to these 
quantity purchases, multiple-year 
insurance, etc., goes back into wor¬ 
king capital to be used again and 
again for like purposes. The as¬ 
sessment is now 3% of the purchase 
price, but this also goes back to 
the member when he sells. 

Unless management Can use this 
working capital for projects which 
will last more than one year, part 
of its value is destroyed and either 
purchases would have to be made 
in smaller quantities at higher cost 
or the money would be borrowed 
and interest paid while our work¬ 
ing capital would lie idle. 

I can’t believe that Mrs. Coxon 
would want this; I believe she simp¬ 
ly did not know that the working 
capital fund is fairly constant in 
amount and is not invested for in¬ 
terest but is in use all the time 
to save us money. In order to do 
this effectively, it must sometimes 
remain in use in one project for 
more than a year.

Thank you very much for your 
letter of March 6 concerning the 
NASA/Greenbelt Community Pro¬ 
ject. We appreciate your interest 
and concern that the execution of 
the project be carried out with 
every possible precaution that the 
rights of all affected are safeguard¬ 
ed. Please be assured of my in¬ 
tention to adhere to the letter of 
the NASA/GHI Phase I agreement. 

As you may be aware, no instal¬ 
lation of any componants of a 
solar heating addition to the exist¬ 
ing heating systems is possible be¬ 
fore a Phase II agreement is signed 
between NASA and GHI. At that 
time, NASA will also wish to be 
assured that all GHI members 
have been advised of the proposed 
Phase II and have had an oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the review 
and approval of the agreement. 

As suggested in your letter, we 
have further reviewed the basic 
legal aspects of the project. We 
have found the agreement to be 
in compliance with the authorizing 
statutes of the National Aeronau¬ 
tics and Space Administration. 
The program is part of the overall 
NASA program of utilizing space 
technology to help solve national 
problems, in this instance, the en¬ 
ergy problem. Since your concern 
appears to be directed towards 
what the costs of the program 
will be in terms of insurance, re¬ 
sale, etc., I wish to reassure you 
that prior to expansion of the pro¬ 
gram to Phase II, as provided in 
the basic agreement, the agree¬ 
ment will have to be modified. 
GSFC is now concerned principally 
with implementing the Phase I 
agreement as it exists.

Bylaw Education 

Because I may not be able to 
get to the special membership meet¬ 
ing of GHI April 10 and because 
my service during several years in 
the past as member (and sometimes 
chairman) of GHI’s Bylaws and 
Nominations and Elections Commit¬ 
tees has taught me some lessons 
that I think would be helpful, I 
am writing these recommendations 
to the members for their consider¬ 
ation when they vote on proposed 
bylaws. 

Some of the proposed bylaw chan¬ 
ges should be rejected, some should 
be perfected by amendment. Let me 
be specific: 

I strongly urge that the members 
reject (1) the board-endorsed pro¬ 
posed amendment to provide 3-year 
terms for members of the board of 
directors and (2) the proposed am¬ 
endments that come to us by peti¬ 
tion. The latter would eliminate 
members' right to vote for directors 
and Audit Committee during the 
night of the annual membership 
meeting and compel the use of vot¬ 
ing machines in these elections; re¬ 
dundantly require reporting on 
working capital and restrict use 
over periods greater than one year, 
and amend the bylaws in some in¬ 
coherent way on elections by some 
unspecified language. The latter pe¬ 
tition would conform the bylaws to 
some sketchy ill-thought-out ideas 
never debated in full-dress debate 
by the membership at a meeting 
or in the News Review columns be¬ 
fore they were voted upon one 
year several years ago while most 
of us were riveting our attention 
upon more pressing matters 

As to garbled or imperfect lang¬ 
uage being presented in proposed 
bylaw amendments, and needing 
perfecting, I call attention to the 
board-proposed new language in 
Article VIII, Section II. What is in¬ 
tended, I suppose from the explan¬ 
ation they sent us, is that they could 
revise charges if the net change in 
specified uncontrollable costs rise 
more than $50,000 when projected 
over a 12-month period. But what 
they gave us would permit revision 
of our charges when those speci¬ 
fied items cost more than $50,000 
when so projected. Note the word 
‘’exceed” — not “exceeds”. That 
points to plural items (taxes, fuel, 
etc.). Exceeds would point to a 
singular item — but that still could 
be “cost” rather than “net increase 
or decrease.” I suggest insert the 
words “if such net increase or de¬ 
crease would” in place of the word 
“would”. 

I think we’ve been offered by the 
board highly-debatable twinned a- 
mendments dealing with amending 
the bylaws. A fair reading of the 
existing Article IV Section 8, Ar¬ 
ticle X, and Article IV Section 9, 
should be persuasive that a bylaw 
amendment is done in the member¬ 
ship meeting and not by referen¬ 
dum. Referenda are usable for “any 
question which may be considered 
by the membership,” but bylaws 
may not be considered that way, 
because of Article X, which was 
written to avoid ill-considered by¬ 
law amending where debate is not 
possible. 

Now for discussion of some of 
these proposals: 

The proposed 3-year term for GHI 
directors raises the spectre of a 
destructive, irresponsible board ma¬ 
jority, elected either over a 2-year 
period or by the filling of vacan¬ 
cies, which would require at least 
2 years to get rid of. Even one 
year of such a destructive majority 
could be more than we can afford. 
And, remember, soon the mortgage 
will be paid out and there’ll no 
longer be Ginnie Mae to safeguard 
its own interests and ours by veto¬ 
ing the most wild ideas that could 
be swept through if some of our 
ever-agitating characters get into 
the saddle. Good directors, or those 
with potential to become good, can 
be re-elected. 

I’m for being able to vote in 
elections either of two days — the 
annual meeting night or the whole 
next day (7-7). Some people can’t 
make one occasion but can anoth¬ 
er; why disenfranchise them? Some 
people think they can vote more in¬ 
telligently after hearing debate at 
the meeting and don’t want to have 
to come back the next day (I’m 
one of these), but some seemingly 


prefer not to come to the meeting. 
As to the mandatory use of the 
voting machine — 

I have news for those distrust- 
sowers that seek always to project 
among all GHI members their own 
distrusting (and maybe untrust¬ 
worthy) natures. The news is that 
we have held honest elections with 
ballot boxes, and honest referenda 
with ballot boxes, and it always was 
a Greenbelt gathering-together time 
when ballots were counted. 

I understand that, in a recent 
election, despite the hordes of 
clerks the committee had, and the 
voting machines they used, they 
reportedly wound up with a small 
discrepancy between the number of 
votes cast and the number of voters 
checked off to vote. 

More important — voting ma¬ 
chines may be unavailable some 
year (perhaps impounded because 
of a disputed public election). And 
voting machines can be jammed, a 
corrupt political machine could see 
to it that something is inserted so 
that the machine can’t be used any 
more that day, or for quite a while, 
anyway. That creates long waits for 
voters who haven't yet voted, and 
some of them will become discour¬ 
aged and leave — the very thing a 
corrupt machine wants. If you make 
voting by machinery mandatory, 
the Committee would then be in¬ 
hibited from having staff mimeo up 
ballots; if ballots would be used, 
the whole election doubtless would 
be challenged by the losers. 

Why should we change our way 
of doing things because of the dis¬ 
trust atmosphere some irrespon- 
sibles have conjured up and because 
it is inconvenient to move voting 
machines around? 

It is good to come to meetings to 
become educated by debate. I wish 
I could have come to the bylaws 
briefing recently, to find out why 
we need the board-proposed Article 
IV Section 2 and Section 6 amend¬ 
ments. The Section 6 item seems 
unneeded (here I guess I undertake 
the awesome risk of finding myself 
in disagreement with our learned 
counsel, Mr. Ginsburg), because the 
existing agenda order in Section 
6 has as point 4 “approval of agen¬ 
da.” I should think what you can 
approve, you can disapprove or 
amend. My recollection is that we 
have, in the past, changed the a- 
genda order at the meeting. 

I recall distinctly the special 
meeting at which certain petitioners 
sought to present for action at a 
special meeting certain resolutions 
or motions for which they hadn't 
adequately prepared us by telling 
us in their petition what they wan¬ 
ted to raise. The meeting batted 
them down, and I seem to recall 
with blushing pride that maybe I 
had a hand in helping to achieve 
that result. 

We batted that effort down be¬ 
cause, as I recall, their petition did 
not prepare us for some of the 
specific items of business they wan¬ 
ted us to act on, and some of it 
was complex financial regulations 
stuff — too complex to deal with 
on that short notice and without 
being told what was at stake so 
we could study it. 

But the proposed amendment 
goes very far in the other direction. 
It would require, at a special meet¬ 
ing, that the GHI president, or au¬ 
dit committee, or board, or petition, 
state the “motion to be acted upon” 
for which the meeting was called. 
The nature of an emergency for 
which audit or board may be sum¬ 
moning us to a meeting may be 
clear to them, but the exact motion 
they will offer may not be so clear 
up until within a couple of days 
before the meeting. Yet it may be 
a genuine emergency, requiring 
mailing of a call to a meeting in 
a hurry, before the exact language 
can be developed. I should think 
that we usually will be adequately 
protected by present language, 
'Such request or petition shall state 
the subject for which the meeting 
is to be called.” 

I guess the net of what I’ve been 
saying is that, once the amendment 
allowing revision of charges is per¬ 
fected to make clear that this is 
to be done only to deal with net 
changes in costs, Tm for that am¬ 
endment and either strongly against 
or at least very doubtful of all the 
other bylaw proposals. I hope en¬ 


ough others agree. 

One more thing. I hope that most 
members have had a bellyful, by 
now, of the wild and constantly 
changing charges, picayune causes 
celebres, innuendos, nasty and un¬ 
founded traducing of neighbors’ 
character, etc., perpetrated by the 
whirling-dervish clique in our midst. 
Dissent and disagreement is neces¬ 
sary. Oldtimers know I do a lot of 
dissenting when I see a need. But 
I think we’ve endured too much 
wanton destructiveness to tolerate 
such people any more.

4 % Apartment Tax On 
Way To Final Passage 

County executive Winfield Kel¬ 
ly’s proposed county apartment 
rent tax appears on the way to 
passage as the Maryland General 
Assembly 1975 session heads for 
its last week. By a 116-6 vote on 
March 28, the House of Delegates 
voted to allow the Prince Georges 
county government to levy a 4 per¬ 
cent tax on renters of units cost¬ 
ing more than $150 a month. A 
move to permit municipalities to 
share in the revenue was unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

The next day, the county dele¬ 
gation to the Senate agreed to 
support the legislation by a 4-3 
vote. The support by the county 
delegation virtually assured its 
final enactment by the full Senate. 
The General Assembly rarely re¬ 
jects local bills that are supported 
by a majority qf the local delega¬ 
tion. It is understood that an ef¬ 
fort will be made in the Senate to 
allow municipalities to share in the 
revenue.

Early 76 Opening Expected 
For FDR Sr. High School 

by Elaine Skolnlk 

Construction of the 101-room 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Senior 
High School is about 67% com¬ 
plete. Originally scheduled to open 
in September 1975, the school is 
expected to be ready for occu¬ 
pancy in January 1976. The delay 
was caused by shortages of ma¬ 
terials, 

"Except for Wing G, which hous¬ 
es home economics, science and 
other classrooms, all exterior brick 
work is finished. A problem crop¬ 
ped up recently when, due to ex¬ 
pansion, a portion of the auditor¬ 
ium separated from the main buil¬ 
ding. Correction was accomplish¬ 
ed by removing some of the bricks, 
reinforcing the damaged section 
and replacing the bricks. 

In a few weeks the structure 
should be entirely enclosed by 
brick and glass. After a drying 
period, work will begin on the 
ceiling systems followed by pain¬ 
ting of the interior and installa¬ 
tion of flooring. 

Inside the building, electrical 
work, some painting and the grind¬ 
ing of floors for a terrazo finish 
are already underway. Genera¬ 
tors and transformers were in 
stalled some time ago, and there 
is power operating in the school. 

As soon as the weather improves 
the fields, which were seeded last 
year, will be checked and re¬ 
stored, It is expected that a good 
stand of grass will cover these 
areas by the time the school is 
ready for occupancy. Repairs will 
also be made to some of the pav¬ 
ing which was damaged by the 
elements during the winter. 

FDR is located on a 40-acre tri¬ 
angular shaped site on Greenbelt 
Road, east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. Bordering 
the school tract is the Greenbri- 
ar condominium development. 

The 2,400 pupil-capacity school 
will house an auditorium seating 
850, a gymnasium and commons 
containing the dining and kitchen 
facilities. These units are placed 
so that they may be closed off 
from the academic wing and pro¬ 
grammed for independent and 
separate use. Lavatories and a 
shower room will be accessible 
from the outside.

WHERE: Center School Auditorium

WHY: 1 . To consider several bylaw amendments. 

2. To authorize three additional heat conser¬ 
vation projects to be financed from 1974 
GNMA deferred mortgage principal pay¬ 
ments. 


Up to now most of the funds authorized by the membership 
a year ago for fuel conservation projects have been spent on im¬ 
proving brick and masonry home heating plants. The reason for 
this was that it was felt that an experiment should be made to 
see whether the smaller steam plants could be successfully con¬ 
verted to hot water heat, and if savings would be worthwhile, 

The pilot project at 12 Ridge has been successful, not only 
in a savings in fuel oil usage of 25% but in keeping the houses 
at a more comfortable temperature. The board, on recom¬ 
mendation of the Engineering and Maintenance Committee, 
therefore proposes the following additional heating conser¬ 
vation improvements: 

1. Conversion of all south end steam plants to variable 
temperature hot water control. (20 plants serving 
284 units). 

Estimated cost - $105,000. Estimated Savings - (15 to 
25%) 

62,634 to 104,390 gallons of fuel oil per year. 

$20,699 to $34,449 per year at current oil prices. 

2. Installation of the Cottell/Tymponic Ultrasonic Oii 
Water Emulsifiers on 4 large steam plants serving 704 
units. 

Estimated cost - $8,800 installation 
$9,120 first year rental. 

Estimated savings - (ranging from 6% to 14%) 

45,598 to 115,726 gallons of fuel oil per year. 

$16,399 to $40,504 per year at current oil prices. 

3. Installation of fuel recording meters in 4 large steam 
plants and 12 Court Ridge Road plant. 

Estimated cost - $2,875 to $3,075. 

Estimated savings - significant but impossible to esti¬ 
mate. 

For a clearer picure of estimates of savings please refer to 
the information mailed you with the Notice of Meeting. Dur¬ 
ing the first six months of operation (Sepember 1974 - Febru¬ 
ary 1975), the three heat conservation projects authorized by 
the membership in April 1974 achieved a 10 per cent reduction 
in fuel use. The decrease in consumption of approximately 
100,000 gallons meant a savings of more than $32,000. Annual 
savings should exceed $50,000 at current prices. Based on 
experience in the conversion of the 12 Court Ridge steam 
plant to variable temperature hot water control and other 
data, a reasonable estimate is that the proposed projects would 
pay for themselves in 3 or 4 years.
